decision was written by Chief Justice 
Woodson. The case at issue 
was the 
suit of the 
Pulitzer 
P u b lish in g Co. 
(the St. Louis Post-D ispatch) against 
Henry J. M cN ich o ls, for part payment 
for contract for Sun day advertising. 
The defendant’s defense was that 
the Sunday newspapers 
were 
pub­ 
lished in violation of the labor law. 
The court of appeals in St. Louis de­ 
cided against the Post-Dispatch, which 
appealed to the supreme court. 
The opinion of the judge, in part, 


follow s: 
“The only question for discussion 
is whether the publication of a news­ 
paper is a work of necessity. 
The 
great service the press is giving the 
public on Sunday, as on an> other day, 
is enormous. 
It is appalentIv more 


necessary on Sunday than 
on 
any 
other nay, because tile people have 
more time to read and benefit from 
the paper on that day.”

R E T U R N TO O L D IDEA. 


Just before and immediately after 
the Civil war nearly 
every 
private 
male school 
provided 
for 
military 
drill. Students were cadets and stand 
ing in studies was rewarded by com 
mission as officers iii the school cadet 
corps. 
This military tendency even 
extended to colleges and universities, 
and many state universities, 
espec­ 
ially iii the south, provided 
that all 
students physically fit should partici­ 
pate in the military drills as part of 
the training of the schools. Of recent 
years, however, 
there 
has 
been a 
gradual falling away from this prac­ 
tice, and those institutions that still 
retain a cadet body do not insist up­ 
on all students being a part of it. 
Strictly 
military 
preparatory 
schools, too, have to a certain extent 
lost their vogue and no longer is the 
military training of boys looked upon 
as an advantage and accomplishment 
for Hie growing youth. 
Within 
the 
last few' months, however, since the 
need for preparedness in this country 
has begun to be felt there bas been 
a return to the old 
idea, and many 
great educational institutions are be 
ginning to seriously consider the ad­ 
option of military 
instruction 
as a 
part of the curriculum. 
President A. T. Hadley, of Yale, is 
the first president of a great univer­ 
sity to come out for 
a broad course 
of this sort. The movement for better 
military training has led many peo 
pie to favor introducing it both into 
colleges and high schools. This is a 
m atter on 
which 
there 
are 
many 
points of view'. Most people would ad­ 
mit,' however, that a certain amount 
of such work is very useful to any 
boy. 
Performances of military exercises, 
movements and 
evolutions 
under a 
good drill master, should give a boc 
an erect posture. 
People stoop too 
much. 
They cram down their lungs 
into a narrow' box of bone when the 
organ w'as meant 
to 
be 
free and 
loose. The body misses its fresh air 
and becomes anaemic. 
There is 
too much 
shuffling and 
shambling along the streets by these 
stooping people. 
Going along with 
their eyes on the ground, they’ look 
absorbed or 
discouraged, 
which is 
forbidding and depressing. The fellow 
with head erect 
looks 
hopeful and 
inspires confidence. 
Military 
drill 
also 
makes 
boys 
quickly responsive to commands. The 
human mind naturally works slowly'. 
If unaccustomed to acting in compa­ 
ny with others, the order of a com­ 
mander seems to run up against some 
blank wall of slow' thought. 
So it is 
that the bunch of raw' recruits is all 
over the street. 
Their 
mental reac­ 
tion is slow' 
and 
their nerves and 
muscles don’t 
keep 
time with their 
minds. 
As 
they practice th? taking 
and receiving of 
orders thece facul 
ti«*s become alert and responside and 
the drill acquires precision 
and uni­ 
formity. 
Modern life calls for 
quick think­ 
ing and immediate reactions. Any’ex­ 
perience that promotes these acquire 
merits has great value. The sense of 
ryihm and the enthusiasm of num­ 
bers make any kind of a drill by com­ 
panies of people an invigorating and 


Modern inventions have greatly en­ 
riched the dictionary’, 
and 
a 
vast 


multitude of words 
which 
were un­ 
known to English speaking people a 
few' decades ago are now’ in common 
use. The automobile has resulted in 
the coining of many new words and 
the adoption into English of manv 
words of .foreign derivation. One of 
these is “chauffer,” which 
was bor­ 
rowed from the French. In the latter 
language “chauffeur” originally meant 
a stoker, and was derived com the 
word “chauffer,” 
which 
meant 
“to 
heat” or to “get up steam.” 
In its 
modern amplication the word “chauf­ 
feur” has thus been greatly extended 
in its meaning. 
Eof ore the word “chauffeur” came 
into general use in France as signi­ 
fying a stoker, it had another and a 
more sinister 
application. 
A 
little 
more than a century 
ago 
the very 
mention of the word was sufficient to 
send thrills of horror down the spinal 
columns of people of large sections 
of France and Germany. A enauffeur 
was then a robber and brigand, and a 
peculiarly terrible sort at that. 
During the latter part. of the nigh 
(coniIi and the beginning of the nine­ 
teenth centuries the provinces along 
the Rhine 
were 
in 
a disorganized 
state as to government, and in conse­ 
quence there was much lawlessness. 
Robbers of all 
kinds 
and 
degrees 
reaped a rich harvest by plundering 
honest citizens. 
Most 
atrocious of 
these brigands were 
the chauffeurs, 
who were so called because of their 
custom of holding 
the 
soles of the 
feet of their victims before the flames 
in order to force them to reveal the 
location of their valuables. 
“Chauf­ 
feur,” as 
previously 
stated, means 
“to heat,” so the word chauffeur w'as 
peculiarly applicable to these vicious 
brigands. In view of the crimes which 
have been committed in recent years 
by’ bands of automobile brigands, and 
the extortions of some public chauf­ 
feurs, it would seem that some of the 
present day motor 
drivers 
have in­ 
herited the 
characteristics 
of 
the 
nineteenth century chauffeurs. 
Most notorious of the 
old chauf­ 
feurs was one 
Schinderhannes, com­ 
monly called “John, the 
Chauffeur” 
whose career came to its logical con­ 
clusion 
about 
112 
years 
ago, 
when 
he was 
convicted of mur­ 
der and sentenced to death. His exe­ 
cution took place shortly afterwards, 
w’hen he and 
nineteen 
members of 
his band of 
chauffeurs 
w’ero put to 
death on the guillotine. The death of 
Schinderhannes practically ended tho 
depredations of the chauffeurs, as he 
was considered the head and front of 
the offenders, and his fate frightened 
the humbler brigands into giving up 
their horrible practices. 
The sway of the chauffeurs extend­ 
ed from France and Holland to the 
Danube, and for 
years 
they were 
practically unchecked. The landlords 
of the country taverns were often in 
league 
with 
the 
malefactors, 
and 
they even dominated a number of the 
courts, where the judges for a share 
of the booty', always 
acquitted 
anv 
chauffeurs hailed before them. 
It re­ 
mained for Napoleon to finally extir­ 
pate the chauffeurs. 
Schinderhannes, 
whose real name was Johann Buck­ 
ler, was the pioneer in the practice of 
“chauffage,” or the scorching of the 
feet of victims. 
And there 
are 
many 
automobile 
chauffeurs in every 
community who 
are of the Schinderhannes type.

He Says Cities That Decline to Fall 


for the Evangelist Are Accus­

Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 
2.—“Billy” 


Sunday's condemnation of Cincinnati, 
in which he referred to this city as a 
cesspool of vice and a sinnhole of 
hell, is born of disappointm ent at his 
inability to bleed this city as he has 
others.” said Prof. 
Frank 
Midney, 
Youngstown, Ohio, in his lecture in 
Em ery auditorium on "A Critical An­ 
alysis of a Sunday Campaign." 
"T hat is the game of 
Rev. 
Billy 
Sunday, baseball evangelist,” contin­ 
ued the speaker. “W henever a city 
refuses to fall for him he accuses it 
of being so wicked that it refuses to 
be confronted with a statem ent of 
its own sins. 


"I have been here two weeks," said 
Prof. Midney, “and I have found that 
this city has no more poverty, no 
m ore vice than any other city of its 
size, and in some cases not so much. 
In my stay here I have seen compar­ 
atively no drunkenness on the streets 
of Cincinnati. 
“Sunday’s methods from the day 
his first advance agent reaches a 
community are not open 
It is com- j 
monly supposed th at his first move: 
is to induce all local preachers to; 
close their churches during his cam- j 
paign. 
This, however, Is an e rro r.; 
Agents first visit the large employers j 
and business men, who are promised , 
a great and lasting improvement in j 
the community. 
They are told that ! 
industrial unrest can be quelled and 
th at old debts will be paid if the com­ 
mon people once 
hit 
the 
sawdust 
trail. 
“Next these 
men 
are 
Induced to 
bank sufficient collateral and securi­ 
ties upon which Sunday can borrow 
sufficient fuds to erect his tabernacle 
and pay the running expenses. 
This 
money, however, is repaid out of the 
daily collections, and the local busi­ 
ness m en have lost nothing, but have 
gained a reputation for generosity. 
“His sermons are delivered in the 
coarse language 
of 
a costermonger 
and shock 
any 
refined 
c o m m u n i t y . 
During the past six years his share of 
the collections taken in various cities 
total nearly half a million dollars. He 
tells the public that 20 per cent of 
this goes to charity, yet he refuses to 
divulge the name of a single class of 
charitable work he is supporting. 
“His m ethods 
of 
raising 
money 
have proved to be questionable. 
“His converts do not stick, nor are 
they morally 
improved. 
They 
are 
reached and influenced only by the 
emotions. Such converts backslide. 
“Sunday says 90 per cent of insan­ 
ity is caused by drink. As a m atter of 
fact it is estim ated that 95 per cent 
of all the people use alcoholic bever­ 
ages in some form or another, and, 
if the 95 per cent who drink only 
furnish 90 per cent 
of 
the insane, 
then the 5 per cent 
th at 
does not 
drink furnish IO per cent of the in­ 
sane; therefore, if you w ant to stav 
sane, you had better begin to drink, 
according to S unday’s logic. 
“ I represent no organization,” said 
Prof. Midney. “ I 
deliver 
these lec­ 
tures as a m an opposed to Billy Sun­ 
day."
